NCSL represents the legislators and 
Staffs of the Nation's 50 states, its com- 
monwealths, and its territories.

Tornado Sirens To Sound

Tornado sirens will be sounded 
in Romulus at 10 a.m. on Wednes- 
day, March 31, and 1 p.m. on Satur- 
day, April 3. 

At this time, the City will be con- 
ducting a test of the cable system for 
the emergency broadcast system. All 
Romulus televisions with cable ser- 
vice will switch for 15 seconds to the 
government station for an emergency 
testing message. 

In the event of an actual emer- 
gency, the government station would 
broadcast amessage to indicate what 
measures citizens should take. 

Romulus residents are urged to 
learn the difference between a tor- 
nado watch and a tornado warning. 

A tornado watch is a period of 
time duringwhich emergency spokes- 
persons keep the public updated on 
the path of storms that could contain 
tornados. During these times, resi- 
dents should secure outdoor items 
such as garbage cans and bicycles 

by placing them inside a building so 
that they do not become deadly mis- 
siles during high-wind periods. 

The public should also keep chil- 
-dren under close supervision during 
‘such tornado watch periods, and 


should stay close to a radio or televi- 
sion for updated information on the 
storm. 

A tornado or severe storm warn- 
ing is issued when a storm has al- 
ready been sightedin the area. Warn- 
ings are for much smaller geographi- 
cal areas, andpersonsinthose areas 
should seek shelter immediately. 

In homes, parents should gather 
the family and seek safety in the 
basement away from any windows. If 
no basement is available, residenis 
are urged to move to the center of the 
house, into closets, or under heavy 
furniture. 

In mobile-home areas, residents 
should move to a prearranged shel- 
ter area. 

When driving a car, stop the ve- 
hicle; don't try to outrun a tornado. 
Leave vehicle and seek safety ina 
basement, ditch, or ravine away from 
the car and trees. 

After the storm passes, check 
out the building or vehicle for damage 
— particularly electrical or gas-line 
damage. 

Stay out of damaged buildings 
until they are deemed safe. Check 
any food closely for particles of glass 
or debris before eating.

Romulus Profile: Ed Wilkerson 








By Tom Shamanski 

While inthe United StatesArmy from 
1965 until 1968, Romulus Board of Edu- 
cation President Ed Wilkerson served in 
Vietnam and was awarded both the 
Purple Heart and the Bronze Star —with 
double clusters. Working as both aninfan- 
tryman and a combat engineer, Wilker- 
son also became airborne qualified. 

Inarecent interview, the 46-year-old 
Tennessee native compared jumping out 
of an airplane to life, saying, "If you can 
jump from an airplane, you can accom- 
plish anything." 

This emphatic and vigorous philoso- 
phy has served him well throughout his 
School Board tenure, which began in 
4982. Wilkerson, a 17-year Romulus resi- 
dent, decided to run for School Board 
after speaking with Art McPharlin, who 
has since become the District's Adminis- 
trative Assistant to the Superintendent. 
Wilkerson was elected to the Board that 
year, and his service has continued, with- 
out interruption, to this day. 

The quiet-spoken yet resolute Wil- 
kerson stated that if he had lost his first 
bid for a Board seat, he would have 
continued his work of servingthe Schools 
through the PTA.

overall youth activities. Had | lost that 
first election, | would have continued my 
involvement with the youth programs. In 
addition, | would have kept running for 
School Board." 

Wilkerson, who received his high- 
schoo! diploma in Knoxville, Tennessee, 
also holds an associate's degree in engi- 
neering from Henry Ford Community 
College. 

When asked to comment on the re- 
cent teacher-contract settlement, Wil- 
kerson said, "I'm pleased that we have a 
teachers’ contract, as we can now move 
forward in teaching the use of technol- 
ogy. It takes a team effort and, without a 
contract, it was a lot harder. Also, since 
the settlement, the teachers have shown 
more enthusiasm as far as the new tech- 
nology is concerned." 

When asked to list three School 
Board achievements of which he is most 
proud, Wilkerson replied, "One program, 
although not yet completed, is the inte- 
grationof technology in grades K through 
42. | would like to think that, thus far, I've 
made a major contribution to this project. 

"| would like to serve on the Board 
until this integrationis finished,” he contin- 
ued, "and, therefore, in June 1994, | will 


ruin for reelection t6 thé Gohool Boatd."", 


In1982, Wilkerson ran forthe School 
Board on an accountability platform. 
Citing this as his second major Board 


- accomplishment, Wilkerson said, "I feel 


that | have, to a certain extent, succeed- 
edin bringing about this accountability in 
our school district. This extends from all 
the Schools employees to all the finan- 
cial matters that we face." 

The Romulus Schools’ Partnerships 
for Education program was the third im- 
portant feat noted by Wilkerson. 

"In 1988, former Board member Ken 
Berlinn and | attended an educational 
workshop and learned of the Partnership 
program. Basically, it's a project where 
businesses and schools work together in 
an effortto improve educational opportu- 
nities by creating a well-trained work 
force. Also, the program improves com- 
munication between the overall commu- 
nity and our schools." 

Wilkerson then added that the me- 
chanics of Partnerships for Education 
involves different businesses linking up 
with specific Romulus schools. |In this 
manner, a company may donate time, 
resources, and money to their "partner 
school." For example, said Wilkerson, a 
business may donate savings bonds to 
high-achieving students, ortake students 
to their place of business to explain their 
operations and offer insight into career 
opportunities. 

Wilkerson noted a specific incidence 
involving a company that donated its 
time to teach young students about proper 
etiquette, then invited them to a lun- 
cheon—an outing which was both a treat 
and an opportunity for the students to 
practice using their good manners. 

The School Board President added 
that numerous business concerns are 
involvedinthe program, includingbanks, 
hotels, manufacturers, restaurants, and 
service clubs. In return for their involve- 
ment, these local businesses are pro- 
vided with adult education programs and 
the use of District facilities. More impor- 
tant, the businesses realize that helping 
toteach, train, and motivate the students 
of today will create better employees for 
the work force of tomorrow. 

Turning to his goals — besides the 
integration of the new technology — as a 
School Board member, Wilkerson said 
that school funding is an ongoing diffi- 
culty that he will continue to pursue. 

"Financing is always a problem," 
stated Wilkerson. "As we're now an out- 
of-formula school district, the State seems 
to want to capture our money. In fact, 
we've had to go to Lansing several times 
to fight for our own money. 

"The Airport,” he added, "causes 
other financial problems that | want to 
keep working on. It takes up so much of 
our land that we consequently lose a lot 


Wilkerson then observed that the 
School Board, working with the City, has 
been trying to get Airport businesses — 
such as car rental companies — on the 
City tax rolls for years. Wilkerson wishes 
to intensely pursue this objective. 

In speaking to the general method of 
funding schools through property taxes, 
Wilkerson said, "I feelthat the State must 
continue to try to find more fair methods 
to finance education. Some method must 
be found that would benefit everyone, 
whether they're in- or out-of-formula.” 

Currently inhis secondone-yearterm 
as School Board President, Wilkerson 
stated that he will definitely step down 
from that post in July in order to give 
another member an opportunity to over- 
see the Board. 

"At this time," he said, "there are no 
specific guidelines for changing officers 
on the Board.

South of Van Born 
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New All-sports Bar in Romulus 
Is the Hottest Place To "Par-Tee" 


By Lynn Carver 

The Double Bogie Lounge, a new 
all-sports bar located at 6221 Middlebelt 
(just north of Beverly Road; two miles 
north of the I-94 interchange), will offi- 
cially open its doors on Friday, March 26, 
according to co-owner Fred Coleman, 


- 45, an eight-year Romulus resident. 


When asked why he chose to enter 
the bar business, the former athletic di- 
rector for Romulus Community Schools 
replied, "It's the fulfillment of a lifelong 
dream: I've always wanted to be in busi- 
ness —especially the bar business. Actu- 
ally, it's in the family, as both my father 
and uncle were also in the business. 

"|wanted Double Bogie to be asports 
bar," Colemancontinued, "since I've been 
involved with sports all my life. Besides 
being Romulus’ athletic director, | also 
coached at Romulus and, in high school 
and college, | played a lot of sports.” 

Lance Knudson, 43, is Coleman's 
partner in the venture. Also an eight-year 
resident of Romulus, Knudson is cur- 
rently doing double-duty at Double Bogie, 
as he's also achemistry andmathteacher 
for the Romulus Schools. 

According to Coleman, the Lounge 
boasts 3,750 square feet and, with ap- 
proximately 85 seats, can comfortably 
hold up to 100 patrons. Recently, the 
bar's interior was totally remodeled, giv- 
ing it "a completely different look," said 
Coleman. The Lounge now features a 
super-large TV screen, as well as eight 
smaller sets, for customers who wish to 
watch a variety of sporting events. 

Additionally, the bar contains a put- 
ting green, an electronic dart board, and 
— in one corner of the Lounge — a large, 
computerized,. tent-like structure where 
golfers may "play" one of several Nation- 
ally known golf courses. 

The game, called "PAR-TEE," has a 
125-square-foot screen which displays 
holes from the chosen course to be 
played. Golfers drill their shots into the 
screen, and the machine automatically 
places the ball where it would naturally 
lie on the golf course. The shooting area 
— 24 feet from the screen —is also where 
players operate the game's computer. 

"I'm ecstatic about the game,” said 


Coleman. "When people see it, they'll 
want to play it. However, they'll need a 
tee-time to play and, after this gets going 
well, I'm afraid they may have to call two 
or three weeks in advance." 

Coleman then noted that players 
may bring their own golf clubs to the 
Lounge. The cost to play 18 holes of 
PAR-TEE is $15 per person (three-hour 
time limit); or patrons can — by present- 
ing an appropriate coupon — play three 
hours of PAR-TEE (as many holes as 
you can play) for $50, or four hours 
(again, as many holes as you can play) 
for $60. 

Patrons can also look forward to 
many special events to be staged at the 
Double Bogie during major professional 
and college athletic contests. 

Alimited food menu is currently avail- 
able atthe Club, andplans are now being 
made for expansion of the menu in the 
future. 

When asked about the Double 
Bogie's employees, Coleman said, "In 
mid-December, we had 16 people take a 
seven-hour seminar called ‘Training for 
Intervention Procedures by Servers (of 
alcohol)’. The training session was given 
by Romulus police officer John Smagner 
and a representative from Romulus’ 
Central Distributors of Beer." 

Coleman also noted that the 16 
employees all live or work in Romulus, 
and are all people that he and Knudson 
know personally. 

Coleman explained that the Lounge 
will not be a place for people to become 
intoxicated. Rather, he foresees a fun- 
type bar where people can come and 
have a bite and/or a few drinks while 
playing PAR-TEE, watching TV sports, 
or playing one of the bars other elec- 
tronic games. 

“Owning the bar is a good way to 
meet people — something | enjoy very 
much. Also, we wantto have anice place 
for people to come and enjoy them- 
selves; it certainly won't be a rowdy bar." 

Lounge hours are from 8 a.m. to 12 
a.m. Monday through Saturday and 12 
p.m. to 12. a.m.

So, now what? 

Your local realtor explains that you 
have to write out a purchase agreement, 
spelling out all the terms of the offer, such 
as: 

* offering price (the financial amount 
that you, the buyers, have decided 
that this house is worth), 

* type of payment (cash sale, mort- 

gage, or land contract), 

occupancy (when you need to be 

able to occupy the home), 

contingencies (terms that must be 
met in order for this contract to be 

valid, such as your ability to obtain a 

new mortgage; repairs which mustbe 

made by the seller; getting the home 





inspected and appraised; and nu- 
merous others), and 

* earnest money (the amount of the 
deposit made to insure that the buyer 
is dealing in good faith. 

Once this offer is completed, signed, 
and witnessed, it is presented to the 
sellers. They may, at their discretion, 
either reject your offer, accept your offer 
as it is written, or present a counteroffer. 
A counteroffer is a rejection of the offer 
as received, with a substitute offer given 
instead. If this is done, the offeris brought 
back to you and you are giventhe chance 
to accept the counteroffer or reject it. 
This can be done any number of times 
until either an agreement is made or the 
deal is decided to be null and void.

Using Your Head To Become a Sports Whiz

Allofus, atone time or another, have 
had the experience of watching an un- 


- derdogcome frombehind, against seem- 


ingly impossible odds, to win. We have 
also watched an inferior team suddenly 
find some spark that enables them to 
knock off a much better team. This indi- 
cates that athletic success is more than 
physical skill and strength. You may ask 
yourself, What does it take? 

It has been found that superlative, 
repeatable, consistent performance con- 
tains two components: one component 
is a physical one, to be sure; but another 
component which is just as important is 
a mental one. Psychological training is 
no gimmick; it is especially important in 
individual sports which require extreme 
levels of attention, concentration, moti- 
vation, and generalpsychological prepa- 
ration. 

You, too, can profit from some of 
these techniques, whether you want to 
get the edge on an upcoming marathon 
or just improve your weekend golf/tennis 
game. All it takes is a few minutes a day 
and the belief that psychological training 
can help you improve. 

Here are some things that you can 
start doing at home today: 

* alternative consciousness training, 
* relaxation techniques, and 
* altered state training. 

I'd like to talk a little bit about the first 
of these three factors in this article; the 
other two subjects will be dealt within my 
next column. 

Alternate Consciousness Training 

We.all, during part of our day, oper- 
ate in a state of hyperconsciousness — 
basically describable as a logical, deci- 


sion-oriented, rational, verbal mode. It's 
a state in which we force our minds to 
attend. We will call this "Self 1." 

Examples of instances when we 
operate in this state of consciousness 
include the times that we're studying, or 
engaging in the careful, logical mental 
activity that we experience during busi- 
ness meetings, or writing reports. 

At other times during the day, we 
relax a bit and shift modes, operating in 
an altered state of consciousness that 
we will call "Self 2.” 

This "Self 2" state of consciousness 
occurs when we daydream, or when we 
are completely immersed in some plea- 
surable activity, or when we've driven a 
longway and suddenly realize that many 
miles have gone by without our con- 
scious awareness ... in other words, 
when our "automatic pilot” is in effect. 

The difference in attentional modes 
makes intuitive sense, for, although 
there's been a lot written about the differ- 
ence between left- and right-brain activ- 
ity, we don't have to be researchers to 
know that our consciousness operates 
on a very different level in different situ- 
ations. 

Remember:"Self 1"isthe conscious, 
demanding, competitive, ordering, list- 
compiling self; "Self 2" is the noncom- 
petitive, reasonable, undemanding self. 

"Self 1" insists that we finish first 
everytime, orthatwe hit the ball acertain 
way, and also creates tremendous anxi- 
ety whenwe don'tlive up to these expec- 
tations; "Self 2" only experiences what 
we do-—just as we experienced the many 
ways of running or cycling that we did so 
effortlessly when we were kids. 

For superb performance, you have 
to be in touch with both parts.

When Is a Homicide a Murder?

Q. What are the various types of 
homicide? 

A. Homicide is the killing of a hu- 
man being by a human being. Felonious 
homicide is divided by statute into four 
degrees: first-degree murder, second- 
degree murder, manslaughter, and neg- 
ligent homicide. The killing of one person 
by another does not, of itself, constitute 
a criminal offense. It may be murder, 
manslaughter, or negligent homicide, or 
it may be excusable or justifiable homi- 
cide, and therefore entirely innocent. 

To constitute murder in the first de- 
gree, akilling must have been deliberate 
and premeditated. To premeditate is to 
think before acting; to deliberate is to 
measure and evaluate achoice/problem. 

Also, under Michigan law, any mur- 
der committed in the perpetration of a 
robbery, or inthe attempt to perpetrate a 
robbery, is murder in the first degree. 

To constitute murder in the second 
degree, there must be an unlawful killing 


without the deliberation and premedita- 
tion which distinguished murder in the 
first degree. However, if the murder is 
committed in the heat of passion, which 
precludes the use of reason, then the 
crime is manslaughter. 

Negligent homicide is committed 
when the negligent use of an automobile 
causes death to another human being. If 
the automobile is driven in a grossly neg- 
ligent manner, the crime charged may be 
second-degree murder ormanslaughter. 

An intoxicated person who causes 
death to another will be charged with 
either negligent homicide (a misde- 
meanor punishable by two years inprison 
and afine of $2,000), death caused by an 
OUIL (a 15-year felony), manslaughter, 
or second-degree murder.
